T* was this morganatic marriage of his
father which prevented the Duke of Teck
from being King of Wurtemberg, for the
laws iof Wurtemberg declare that the sod
of a marriage between a prince of the
royal family and a lady not of princely
birth cannot inherit the crown.
Hence the Duke of Teck could not inherit

the title or estates of his father, and he
became, by courtesy only. "His Highness."
This is the reason that Alexander is a
"serene" instead of a "royal" highness,
and this Is the reason that if he should
marry an American girl she would probaly
be known as "Her Serene Highness, the
Princess Alexander of Teck."
To just what title, if any, the children of

such a marriage could lay claim is a questionnot easily answered, but, at any rate,
they would be descendants of an English
King and they would be cousins to the
children of the Duke of York, the eldest of
whom will one day be King of England.

A Precedent In History.
The American girl, in marrying Alexander,^ould become the sister-in-law of the

future King and Queen of England (the
Duke and Duchess of York), and, taking all
these things into consideration, an Americangirl in making this match would be

setting a precedent in the history of Americanheiresses.
The next question is, could the American

girl who married Prince Alexander of Teck
ever, by any human possibility, become

Queen of England, and could her children
ever become heirs to the English throne?
Such a contingency is exceedingly remote,
iat say the least, for there would have to
be about two hundred deaths in the. royal
family before Prince Alexander could put
in a claim Between him and the throne

Public the Notice of Nomination '

Sent to the Doctor.

The expected dispatch indicating Seth
Low's acceptance of the Mayoralty nomination,tendered by the Citizens' Union, was
not received at the Citizens' Union headquarterslast night, but the veil of secrecy
which has hung over the operations of the
prime movers in forcing Mr. Low's nominationwas lifted late last evening, when
Chairman Reynolds emerged from the
room in which half a dozen of the Execu-
tive Committee had been In session, and
handed out the following copy of the letter
sent to Mr. Low by the Joint NominatingCommittee through Secretary Clark:

Our enrollment and the results of the canvasshave been classified and arranged, andare oren to your inspection or to that ofany one whom you may designate to examinethem. The canvass, which has resultedin the figures above stated, has been conductedwith absolute fairness and impartiality,and with a degree of care which we believerenders the results as nearly free from®rrbr as is possible under the circumstances.The canvass has extended over so large aportion of th city as to render it a fairtest of public opinion in all localities andamong all classes of the population.®.T£tematic effort has been made

PLATTITES ANGRY AT LOW
Leal in Their Demands for a Straight-

Out RepublicanCandidate.
The Republican organization abounded in

angry men yesterday. The nomination of
Seth Low by the Citizens' Union, at the
very moment when the Republican machinewas on its knees appealing for delay,provoked general and bitter denunciation.Mr. Low himself was criticised
pitilessly by all hands, though the criticismwas somewhat furtively made in
view of the fact that Mr. Low had not
accepted the nomination.
Senator Piatt and his principal lieutenantswould not commit themselves in their

anger by talking to the newspapers, but
under tile spur of their private advice a
wave of bitter anti-Low feeling swept
through the Republican organization. To
district leaders and unoiiicial advisers of
the party both Senator Piatt and ChairmanQuigg said thai Low would not be
named by the Republican Convention if
he accepted the Citizens' Union nomination.
And nearly all Republican organization
men repeated it until. In the usual haunts
of Republican politicians last night, Low's
rejection was accepted- as a foregone conclusion.
Mr. Low, although not a politician, is

charged by the Republicans with two politicaloffences. They say that through his
counsel. Jackson Wallace, he intrigued for
the support of the Republican machine,
and that while in the very act of dealing
with Mr. Quigg lie encouraged his nominationby the Citizens' Union, with all the
humiliation and embarrassment that it
brought to the Republicans. It was generallybelieved by the Republican leaders
that Mr. Low wouM accept, and try from
this time on to overwhelm the Piatt machinein its own convention.

In fhix Plntt's Scheme f
Senator Piatt's scheme is believed to be

to bring out a candidate at once.presumablyDistrict-Attorney Olcott.and make a

vigorous fight for him until Low finds he
is not a "unifying force," and withdraws
on his own motion from the race. This
would involve the nomination of a Republicancandidate and the continuance of the
fight well on toward election day.
But Piatt is credited with the belief that

by a blare of trumpets and an assault all
along the line on Low and the Citizens'
Union he will be able to force Low's retirementbefore the Republican convention
is held.

If this scheme succeeds, it is said to be
his purpose to abandon Olcott and try
again to prevail on Secretary C. N. Bliss to
enter the field as a fusion candidate. With
Low out of the race, it is believed that
Bliss would run; but if he would not, there
wnnlrl wmain TV TT Trflpv whosp
refusals up to tills time have not been unconditional.
Senator Piatt had a most exasperating

day. From the moment he reached his
office at No. 49 Broadway, he was overwhelmedwith visits from machine politiciansand others who either deplored or resentedthe nomination of Low. To all
about the spoils. Plans for placing In the
newspaper men who asked for his views
as to a straight Republican ticket, his invariablereply was:
"Let us wait and see if Mr. Low accepts

the Citizens' Union nomination. If he does
I may have something to say,"

Planning' a Rejinblican Ticket.
To his lieutenants Senator Piatt talked

very freely, and to them he confirmed the
accuracy of the Journal story that Low
could not and would not be indorsed by the
Republican machine unless the Citizens'
Union candidate was willing to dicker

Columbus, Ohio, Sept. 2..The consultationbetween the miners and the operators

here, looking to a settlement of the strike,
have all been in secret. The general impressionprvails to-night that the leaders of
the workingmen will tentatively accept
their employers' proposition, based upon
the suggestion made by Manager Young for
Senator Hanna, and will then refer to a
national miners' convention for ratificationor rejection.
The coal operators who were to meet

the coal miners Executive Committee todaymet them at b:30 a. m., with closed
doors. The miners' officers declined to
foreshadow any proposed movement in
case of a refusal to accept the operators'
proposition to open the mines at t>4 cents
per ton pending arbitration. They were
willing to talk of general conditions and
uuimug eioe, L iiiui iney waui lue

agreemerit, if any, to hold good for a
year.

Operators All Hopeful.
On the other hand, the operators feel

very hopeful; In fact, very confident, that
the miners' officials will accept, and referthe hi cents rate to their constitutents.
The operators are willing to make reasonableconcessions, which may cover a period
of twelve months.
The miners' officers at 11:20 o'clock this

morning, having held a secret conference,
adjourned to hold a joint secret conference
with the special committee of operators
representing substantially all of the operaitors of Pittsburg. The committee of
operators consisted of J. B. Zerbe, M.
Osborn and T. P. Young, of Cleveland,
and Messrs. Dysart, Sehlenderberg, Andrew
O'Neil and Bonner, of Pittsburg. J. B.

Colonel Rend gave
his ultimatum to a committe of his miners
to-day. He told them that if the proposal
now under consideration at Columbus was
rejected he would start his mines at once.
He had an offer, he said, of 500 colored men
from the South, who would work and could
not be frightened away.
W. P. De Armitt, president of the New

York and Cleveland (las Coal Company,
last evening attached the signature of his
company to the uniformity agreement.
Those having in charge the securing of
signatures now feel confident that the
uniformity plan will soon he an assured
fact.
The Executive Committee of the big lake

shippers held a meeting yesterday, and it
is said it was decided to move* at once
toward opening their mines. The mines
were selected, Tbut their location was not
made public.

CASINO SUIT NOT ENDED,
Judgment Creditors Will Carry Their

Litigation to the Court
of Appeals.

Franklin Bien, the receiver for the
Casino Company, denied yesterday that the
order issued by Civil Justice Stiner, in the
Eighth District Court, would have the effectof terminating the Casino litigation.When seen at his office, No. 317 Broadway,he said that Itudolph Aronson had no standingin the litigation.
"If any one gets possession of the Casino,"he said, "it will be the receiver,who was appointed at the Instance of thejudgment creditors, and also on behalf of

the bondholders in the foreclosure suitinstituted by the State Trust Company toforeclose the mortgage on the lease."
Mr. Bien said that lie had been instructedby the judgment creditors to appeal fromthe judgment of the Appellate Division tothe Court of Appeals. He will take the

necessary proceedings to obtain a stay ofthe sale until the decision of the Court ofAppeals.
